Now Booming Oakland. 
New York, April 27. — 'According to a 
San Francisco despatch to the World 
n group of financiers' taking advantage 
of that city's misfortunes, seek to 
snatch her commercial supremacy from 
her. A syndicate bus been formed to 
make Oakland a deep sea port by 
building docks and piers into deep wa- 
ter. 

"It is the intention." says the des- 
patch, 'for the syndicate lo make Oak- 
land the chief maritime shipping port 
on Const.

COAST LIGHTS AND SIGNALS. 

Expert From Toronto Now In City Gi'i 
Behalf of Dominion Government. 

John Montgomery', of Toronto, an ex- 
pert in coast lights mid signals, is in 
the city in behalf of the Dominion gov- 
ernment ai Ottawa, which place he 
makes his headquarters. He is here for 
the purpose of installing fog* signal 
plants at Effg'islniid nnd Trial island, 
lie is at present preparing for a start 
about the 1st proximo per Queen City to 
Leonard island, situated off Lhe Chiy- 
quot Sound, to inspect the plant in- 
stalled there last winter, and he expects 
to return thence nbotil the 15tli proxo 
by the same vessel. Mr. Montgomery 
will then take the Quadra with the nec- 
essary men and implements and pro- 
ceed to Kgg island of the Queen Char- 
lotte group, there to install a signal 
plant at a point defining the inside and 
outside passage on the northern route. 
After completing this task, Mr. Mont- 
gomery will return to Victoria and will 
proceed to instill another new plant in 
Trial island. These foghorn plants are 
of the latest improved description and 
are superior to anything yet built. The 
Trial island plant is oxipected to be in 
operation by ihe l>i of July by which 
date the lighthouse also will be com- 
pleted and the two combined will con- 
stitute a great safeguard at the impor- 
tant point to shipping in and out of 
the port of Victoria. 

Mr. Montgomery is very much im- 
pressed with Victoria and especially so 
with our advanced seasons and the 
weather conditions prevalent here as 
compared with the East. He expects 
to return to St. Johns. X. 1!., about 
the commencement of July, but after at- 
tending to certain similar matters of 
Atlantic coast, he will return before the 
winter, to install a further eight ad- 
ditional fo;r signal plants now in prep- 
aration for the coasts of Vancouver Isl- 
and, but of which the exact locutions 
linve not yet been decided.

The large American population here, 
mostly from Seattle and San Fran- 
cisco, are keenly disappointed at tho 
turn affairs have taken. 

The Yukon World, the Canadian of- 
ficial organ in the Klondike, editorial- 
ly says in part: 

' "We appreciated the fact that 
America had many times enough to 
care for those afflicted. The moneys 
voted from different parts of the Bri- 
tish empire were mere expressions of 
good-will and id' Anglo-Saxon unity, 
showing that blood is thicker than 
water. 

"Mayor Schmltz' wlllngness to ac- 
cept foreign gifts looks as though he 
is a bigger man than some eastern 
statesmen. If the gifts ultimately are 
refused, It will mean a feeling that 
years will not eradicate. 

"The refusal of the national gift is 
a great hurt to us personally. Twenty 
thousand were rendered homeless in 
Ottawa six years ago by lire. Canada, 
independent and wealthy yet, accepted 
$1,000,000 and other foreign gifts in 
the spirit given, with thanks. 

"Is is a pity America was not so 
sensitive about taking foreign things 
when she obtained a big' strip of Can- 
ada In the boundary settlement three 
years ago." 

Acting Governor Uthgow will not call 
a second public relief meeting, there- 
fore it is doubtful if Dawson will raise 
a public subscription.

THE RAILWAY SITUATION. 

There is a ratiouaTopliuiisin and there 
is the kind of hope having for its basis 
■what is admirably designated "hot air," 
which courts inflation and temporary ac- 
tivity without seeing farther ahead than 
the immediate temporary causes which 
[produce them. The Colonist, so far as 
its influence goes, has endeavored to 
•found optimism upon that broad and en- 
during basis, which produces success and 
(prosperity justified by actual results. 
Railway expansion, industry of various 
kinds, residential development, the aittrnc? 
lion of tourists, the creation of new in- 
dustries like smelting, iron and steel and 
paper manufacture, the creation of 
woolen mills, shipbuilding — all of these 
arc things, which, as they develop, ac- 
cording to the conditions which. are fav- 
orable to their growth arc what make 
a city great and prosperous. YVc can 
never make a city by mere talk, any 
more thai) we can lift ourselves over a 
house by our boot straps. AVo must 
work for specific things on definite and 
specific lines. No prosperity is real or 
lasting that lias not a solid payroll, or a 
largo actual production of wealth, lie- 
hind il. The Northwest is not filling 
up today because of the advertising 
policy of the Dominion Government, but 
because after years of toil the people 
tire growing wheal, in great quauti- 
1ies and demonstrating that there are 
profitable in'crii^ of making a living in 
dial country, 'i . must effective adver- 
tising which has been done by the 
Dominion Government or the C. P. it. 
oi' the Manitoba government is in direct- 
ing attention to the actual results of 
farming operation*. Others rush in as 
a consequence to share the prospects, 
while there is laud yet to be had. Peo- 
ple are coming to British Columbia to- 
day, li.oking for farm land because we 
have demonstrated that we can grow 
fruit and grow it successfully. 

The Colonist beiiev.es thoroughly in 
the principle that it is useless to adver- 
tise what if is possible to do, unless wo 
ourselves show that it can be done. If 
thai be regarded as pessimism it is the 
pessimism by which we slam! all the 
time. ^ 

These remarks are suggested by the 
fact that a number of persons have 
throughout the day commented favorably 
lipon fhc article of yeslerday with ref- 
erence to making Victoria the terminus 
oJ a transcontinental railway, by the 
spanning of Seymour Narrows, either 
by a ferry al first or a bridge built by 
and controlled by the Dominion govern- 
liieilf as a highway for all railways that 
would seek an entrance to the Island 
from fhc Mainland. It is the one 
thing to which the energies of the citi- 
zens of both Victoria and the Island of 
Vancouver should bend their energies. 
The preliminary step Is to secure a sur- 
vey of the locality where a bridge should 
be built or a ferry should operate, and 
to obtain a careful estimate of the cost 
of construction and operation. After hav- 
ing secured the necessary data upon 
■which to proceed, then there should be 
persistent effort to ibring about the ac- 
complishment of the object ill view. 

•More than anything else the mnking 
of Y'Ctpria depends upon its being the 
terminus of one or two transcontinental 
railways and while they are great there 
nro no insuperable difficulties in the 
way. We have simply to study the map 
to convince us that the obstacle of con- 
nection with the Mainland removed, we 
•Intro the most advantageous position on 
the entire Pacific Const, all things con- 
sidered. That fact should not, create 
jealousy, bocnuso there nro rooi'i [or a 



Now that the San Francisco danger 
is about over nud the work of reorgan- 
ization is progressing favorably, a meed 
of praise is due to the Associated Press 
and their agents in this country, the 
C. P. R. Telegraph company. There 
never was a better service rendered 
under more trying circumstances. Rend- 
ers who picked up their paper in the 
'morning or in the afternoon, to eagerly 
scan the latest news of the disaster, 
scarcely realized at what cost of money, 
Strenuous effort and risk of life it in- 
volved to secure the news that was 
printed. There are no more enterpris- 
ing, courageous or hard-working men in 
the world than the members of the As- 
sociated Press staff. They realize that 
their first, only and immediate duty is 
to the public. They are an army of 
specialists trained in news-gathering. 
They represent one of the most, com- 
plete syiileiiis of organization and dis- 
cipline in the world. We do not be- 
lieve that tiny picked army corps in ex- 
istence is equal to them — alert, quick, 
strenuous, fearless, resourceful, ever 
ready for any emergency. 

We all know the story of Stanley, 
who was sent for by the managing edi- 
tor of the New York Herald and asked 
how soon be could be ready to go into 
the heart of Darkest Africa and find 
Livingstone, and how be promptly an- 
swered, "Within an hour, sir." We also 
read of the laconic despntch sent by 
the editor of a lending newspaper in 
the United States last year to a member 
of his staff in Washington to go and 
find the North Pole. As in Tennyson's 
"Charge of the Light Brigade," it is 
not to ask the reason why, but to do 
and die. These are the class of anen 
from whom the Associated Press draw 
their forces. It it be necessary to climb 
Mount Vesuvius in the throws of erup- 
tion and interview the director of her 
observatory, there is nothing for it bin 
to do il. If a man is wanted to "find 
iGaTcin," he is fonMicoming. [In the 
field of (battle, in the burning, cunli- 
quake-shakeu city, in the raging flood, 
in the storm-swept area, wherever he is 
wanted to do all sort of impossible 
things, there he is found; and as a trib- 
ute to the ability of men who are im- 
bued with the proper spirit to do things, 
he generally succeeds. 

While San Francisco was crackling 
wit!; Humes and certain doom impend- 
ing over the city, the Associated Press 
agents bad organized their forces and 
kept sending out messages until -driven 
out by the tire and falling huildiiiL's. 
•They -then shifted their scene of opera- 
tions to Onkhuid, to which levies of 
correspoude'ntis went to and fro with 
their redhot- messages and . the jworld 
was kept informed o"f the progress of 
the disaster. It was a magnificent ser- 
vice, which only newspaper people can 
fully appreciate, becauise they nloue 
know the almost insuperable difficulties 
to overcome. But while the men win 
supplied t'he "copy" were working won- 
ders, so also were the staff of telegraph 
operators, and the mechanical members 
of the telegraph service. Their duties 
were neither less arduous nor less intel- 
ligently performed. Every distributing 
office in Sun Francisco, north, south, 
cast and west, was taxed lo the utter- 
most of its resources. The getting of 
the news to the outside world, which 
was waiting breathlessly for it, depend- 
ed upon them and they, as were as the 
correspondents, wovVfiil for twenty-four, 
thirty-six, and even as long as forty- 
eight hours at a stretch, bard, unremit- 
ting, driving work every minute of the 
time. Few persons realize just how 
much extra work it imposed on the 
staffs of the two telegraph offices in 
this city, and the Colonist is in a posi- 
tion to appreciate their successful en- 
deavors to meet the situation cheer- 
fully and adequately. It wishes, there- 
fore, in this connection lo pay a well- 
deserved tribute lo flic work done by 
all the agents in the work of distribut- 
ing the news. 

Jn comparing the Associated Press 
staff willi a well-organ i/.ed army corps, 
with, to some extent, the same char- 
acter of discipline, there is this differ- 
ence to be observed: While discipline is 
strict, the correspondent is left largely 
to bis own resources as to how he shall 
carry out the allotted task. The ser- 
vice allows full play for his own initia- 
tive, and bis success or failure depends 
upon bow he exercises the discretion 
allowed htm In an emergency. He is, 
therefore, not only a 'private fighting in 
the ranks, but ho is a general, in com- 
mand of bis own movements. The re- 
sponsibility for results are upon bis 
own shoulders. Knowing that, his rep- 
utation is made by himself and not by 
bis superior officer, he does and dares 
great feats. Could we train an army 
corps on the same lines il would be in- 
vincible. The public is too apt lo blame 
the Associated Press for many things 
the nature of which they do not under- 
stand. As a rule, the reports given out 
are reliable and always the quickest, pos- 
sible to obtain. There is much in the 
press despatches for which the Asso- 
ciated Press is really not. responsible, 
but in any event when news has to he 
collected and reeled off at lightning 
speed there is not; lime to verify de- 
tails. It is given for what il is worth 
upon the moment, but in the end you 
may depend upon getting the full an I 
true story.

San Francisco, April L'C— The water 
supply throughout tin: city is being 
examined by competent inspectors lu 
provide against any possibility of con- 
tamination anil resulting sickness. 1 

The garbage of the city is being 
taken out to sea on barges, ami all 
sanitary camps have been removed 
and the ground which they occupied 
quarantined. The medical supplies of 
tilt) city have been concentrated at. the 
Presidio General hospital, and from 
there distributed to the various hos- 
pitals and relief stations. A most 
rigid inspectoln is maintained and any 
case of communicative disease is 
promptly isolated and quarantined, 

The resumption of street car trafllc 
is causing considerable discussion in 
the citizens' committee, as well as in 
the decisions of the various executive 
bodies. The street railway companies 
announce that they can resume traffic 
at a moment's notice, on all the lines 
throughout habitable sections of the 
city, and only await the filial Word 
from tho mayor. 

Opposed to the resumption at this 
time there is a strong section of the 
committee, which argues that it would 
be entirely unsafe to permit the 
charging of electric wires until a suf- 
ficient supply of water is available 
for the 

Suppression of Possible Fires. 

The street car companies assert that 
they have made a most careful Inspec- 
tion of their system of. overhead wires 



and that the danger from these wires 
is hardly worth consideration even at 
this time. Means of transportation is 
very badly needed Just now, and the 
running of street cars would very ma- 
terially assist in bringing about nor- 
mal conditions. Late this evening it 
was decided to j-turt the street card 
tomorrow morning. 

As an evidence of the determination 
of Sail Francisco business men to re- 
sume business at their old stands, the 
Wholesalers' association "today de- 
clined the generous offer of Oakland's 
citizens of a large tract of laud on 
that side of tho bay for the location of 
wholesale establishments. After ma- 
ture consideration the wholesalers dci- x 
dined the offer with thanks, and reit- 
erated their intention of rebuilding and 
opening up business on the old 
grounds. It was stated at this meet- 
ing that temporary building of the 
wholesale llrma would be completed 
within fifteen days. The wholesalers I gress 
have reports of 

8,000 Carloads of Goods 
now in transit between Chicago and 
San Francisco, and of 2,500 more car- 
loads ready for delivery as soon as the 
congestion in the railroad yards can be 
relieved. 

The Union Iron works, where many 



of the best vessels in thwUnited Stales 
navy were built, u.irathc Riston iron 
works, both of which escaped the 
fire, will re-open at once, giving em- 
ployment to many thousands of work- 
men. 

Tho state milita has not been with- 
drawn nor has tho governor given any 
intimation when lie would withdraw 
them.

COMPANY'S LOSS RAN 
INTO THE THOUSANDS 



CP.R. Lost Thirty Thousand Last 
Year From Shortages 
in Cars, 



That the Canadian Pacific Railway 
company has lost enormous sums 
through shortage of freight, which 
tho company claims is primarily duo 
lu the numerous thefts of goods from 
cars was brought out ut the trial of 
the four men, Russell Mcintosh, "Wil- 
liam Sltelly and William Bertrand, 
now on trial at the police court on a 
charge of conspiracy to steal from 
the company two cases of boots and 
shoes shipped by the Ames-Holden 
company to western points, and which 
are alleged to have been taken off a 
freight train on the night of April 
11, says the Winnipeg Free Press. 

Charles Larniotir, an official of the 
company, was in the .witness box this 
morning when the case was again 
proceeded with, and stated that dur- 
ing 1905 the total amount put down 
by the company to pilfering was 
$5,919,50: and Uie year before it was 
$.'!.$ 1 5.7f>. Tin.' aggregate loss through 
shortage, though not necessarily owing 
to thefts, in 1906 was over $30,000, 
and this amount had in be paid by Hie 

company. 

Shortages were not entered up as 
thefts unless theto was some evidence 
t<i show that the loss of goods was 
due t.i the ears being broken into. .1. 
Cochrane stated that from twelve to 
fifteen cars dally were reported as be- 
ing short i heir full freight. 

For Hie defence the fust witness 
was Elizabeth Skclly, wife or tho pri- 
soner S.kclly. she remembered the 
Saturday following Quod Friday April 
11. anil told of how her husband bad 
arrived home about 1 o'clock In the 
afternoon and remained around the 
house until about S.10, when he vns 
called to take out his train, which left 
the yards at o'clock. The state- 
ment made by Vailghan, the Thiol de- 
tective, that her husband had been 
lying ill a shack at 543 Jarvis avenue 
at 5 o'clock that afternoon could not 
Have been correct, though to Mr. 
Ilagel she admitted that she did not 
have her eyes on him all afternoon, 
and that her home on Dufforln avenue 
was only a short distance from Jarvis 
avenue. 

The case is siill proceeding, and will 
be continued this afternoon, when an- 
other witness for the defence will be 
exn mined.

Full Court At Vancouver. 

(L'etore the Chief Justice and Justices

Not a Hitch of Any Description, 
any •everything went off In a first class 
manner. During the afternoon the 
Garrison band was present and added 
much to the enjoyment of the day's 
sport by its lively airs. Another at- 
traction which assisted greatly In mak- 
ing the arfair a success was the Gar- 
rison minstrels, who from first to last 
were hardly ever absent from the field. 

The arrangements for the sports 
were welt attended to, the field having 
been roped off In good stylo in order 
that the competitors might not be in- 
terfered with. This added materially 
to the success of the sport, and as- 
sisted the committee in their arduous 
work. 

The sports, which were all keenly 
contested, commenced at 10 o'clock, 
with throwing the cricket ball, fol- 
lowed with the shot putting and the 
preliminary heat of the lightweight 
tug- of- war teams.

Inoculating the Soil. 

AGE.RMAN agricultural chemist named 
Ilellrlcgel discovered at least half u 
century ago that leguminous plants 
enrich tho soil by supplying nitrogen 
which tnay asslmlla>to from the atmosphere 
by means of their root tubercles. Modern 
science has taken advantage of this fact 
and Is able to utilize the action of bacteria 
for the pinposo of enriching the ground 
from which tho powerful nitrogen has been 
removed by too severe cropping. This in- 
oculation makes It posslblo to work a cure 
In tired soli and render It again 'fertile and 
productive. 

The bacteria which are to accomplish this 
end are sent out to the farmero by lbs 
Department of Agriculture In tho form of a 
small package like a yeast cake. When re- 
ceived this cake of dried germs la dropped 
Into a barrel of water, In which tho germs 
revive and turn the water a milky white. 
The seeds of clover, peas, alfalfa and ull 
leguminous plants which are moistened In 
this liquid are given marvellous strength. 
The sn me soil which hns produced alfnlfa 
only a few Inches high In spite of the 
farmer's toll will produce. from seeds which 
have been soaked in this preparation a crop 
which roaches a height of several feet. 

The main reason for onco productive 
lands becoming unproductive Is because 
tho nitrogen in the soli has ihoen ejtj 
haustod. A nitrogen famine lias been pr?- 
rtlcted for the next forty or fifty 1 years, and 
though there Is a bare possibility of such a 
catastrophe It la extremely unlikely. 'Still 
It has long been known that •successive 
crops of wheat and grain exhaust the soli 
by taking the nitrogen, without which no 
crop will" nourish. The difficulty has been 
to get the nitrogen back Into the soli. For 
though there is an inexhaustible supply of 
that element in the air tho problem had 
been how to get It. But when the discov- 
ery was made that various leguminous 
plants were .able to put 'back nitrogen Into 
the ground the difficulty was met and the 
question answered. The reason of this la 
that the plant absorbs the free nitrogen by 
n-.enna of bacteria tuiberoules growing on 
their roots, these growths varying In size 
from a plnhead to large clusters. However. 
It Is only tlu seeds of leguminous plants 
which are benefited by t lie process.

and any degree of temperature can be 
ff'Ven, and the temperature of tho Joint or 
part can ho reduced to any desirable point.

THE LARGEST LEAF IN THE WOE LD. 



THE plant which has this mosl remark- 
able leaf Is named after Queen Vic- 
toria. It was the tribute of a British 
traveller |n a far away land when he 
discovered the unusual growth, The leaf 
was more than five feet In diameter, and 
around l( extended a rim about three it, five 
inches high, on tho Inside light green, like 
tho surface of the loaf, on the outside like 
the leafs lower part, of a bright crimson.

The Worship of Snakes, 

If! many provinces of India tho cobra is 
sUll worshipped, and not only wor- 
shipped, but pampered and protected. 
This form of .religion 'has such a liold.over 
tho /people (hat it litis successfully re- 
slated the Invasion of other religious be- 
liefs.. From tho fact that' one of those 
districts contains from fifteen thousand to 
twenty thousand shrines dedicated exclu- 
sively to tlicpropltlalory worship of sn.ikrs, 
one-is somewhat In a position to under, 
stand tho intensity and popularity of this 
ancient farm of worship. These Shrines, 
are Invariably ln honor of the minor di- 
vinities of the country, some of them be- 
ing of venerable nge and more than local 
repute, and possessing extensive and val- 
uable proportles for their miilnlonance and 
for the' coat' of tho numerous ceremonies 
which, their keepers have to perform from 
tlmo lo time. 

ln these shrines tho Hindoos Bet down 
fantastic Idols of serpents on a stone base- 
ment, and the shrine is protected by a 
mud wall. It is essential to the welfare 
of the householders that thoy should make 
periodical offerings of dough and milk and 
cooked 1'ico to the serpentine habitues of 
tho shrlrie, and place lights and chant 
hymns In order to be assured of their 
favor. 

In addition to the special feasts there are 
daily ceremonies, Every morning the king] 
and tho queen of tile serpents are bathed, 
and fruit and milk are offered to them; at' 
noon cooked rlco Is offered, and fried grain 
follows after a reasonablo interval has 
been ullowed to these lucky creatures to 
digest the choice viands that have gone 
before. 

On certain star days the Idols in the 
grove and In tho household ternplo are car- 
ried In procession to tho house, where pro- 
pitiatory offerings are made.

Officers of the steamer state that tin 
immense quantity of freight of every 
description is being shipped to Viadi- 
vostok. This port was blockaded most 
of flic time during the war, and, as a 
result, supplies ran very low. When tho 
I'leaides arrived there were many 
freighters flying the English, German, 
Japanese and Norwegian Hags. The 
American had t" lie idle live days 
awaiting a chance to berth and dis- 
charge. During the winter a huge ice 
breaker keeps a channel open through 
the harbor, and many steamers dis- 

j charge on the ice. The Pleiades was 
in port from March -tlth to Aipril 7th. 

1 The effects of riot in Vladivostok are 
still plainly apparent. Many business 

I blocks and houses are gutted, having 
in 101 looted by rioters and then do- 

Pstroyed by lire. The work of repair is 
very slow, and it will he a long time 
before Vladivostok recovers. Foreign- 
ers arc not allowed lo own property, and 
it will be years before file Russians re- 
cuperate their losses. Russian soldiers 
1111 being sen! home by both rail and wa- 
fer, but about 70,000 are still in tho 
Siberian port.

San Francisco Loiters. — For the last 
few days the local pbstotBce has ibeen 
receiving many letters from San Fran- 
cisco, and they are probably the most 
unique collection of letters ever received 
through the mails. The letters, if lei- 
tors they may be called, are written on 
small scraps of paiper of every descrip- 
tion, ranging from the back of an enve- 
lope to a Bcraip of a newspaper, and 
are written on in any manner so that 
the writing pay 'he rend. No envelopes 
have .been used, and the messages are 
unstamped. The length of the average 
nidssngc will not exceed a dozen words, 
and simply state "Am safe in San Fran- 
cisco," or. "Am O. K.; camped in Hi" 
park bust night," or somet'hing of that, 
sorl. In the sorting room nt the post- 
oflice no scrabs of paper are allowed on 
the floor, ns 11 piece of paper two inches 
square may bo a letter lo someone. 
Ordinarily the charge for unstnmspod let- 
ter is -l cents, but the extra charge of 



2 cents has been waived by the govern- 
ment 011 account of conditions and only 
a 2-cont charge is made. The epistles 
are causing the carriers a great ileal of 
trouble because of the fact that if one 
is dropped it does not differ from the 
other scraps of .paper 011 the street. 
Many of these messages have evidently 
been written on paper picked up ou*tbe 
street or in the gutter, and are so dirty 
that the writing is almost impossible to 
decipher.

tua early Unllfomlnn fruits, cherries, etc..
